ORGANISATION 
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UNDERTAKEN 
TOWN'S PART IN 
HISTORY

HOUGH it is not the capital, Boyle 
is the largest town in County 
Roscommon. In the. years before the 
“economic war’’ the town was a noted 
centre for fairs. Cattle and sheep raised 
on the rich grazing lands of the plains 
of Boyle were in great demand by shippers, 
while Boyle horses were for generations 
famous all over the country. In those 
days it was a place of considerable trade, 
but, in common with other Free State 
towns, Boyle suffered a long period of 
depression. This is passing—faira and 
markets are improving, and trade 
generally is picking up. od 
Not only because it is splendidly served 
by rail, road and water transport, but 
because the Boyle river, one of the tribu- 
taries of the Shannon, on which the town 
is built, provides exceptional water power, 
the town is admirably adaptable to 
industrial enterprises. This water power 
is at present being availed of by only 
three firms—Boyle flour mills, and two 
electrical power stations. For the rest, 
tons of “ white coal’’ power is running 
waste. 
An energetic local organisation, in which 
men of opposing political views and 
different creeds worked in harmony, was 
formed to advance the claims of Boyle as 
the location of the sugar..beet factory, 
which was eventually given toTuam. Local 
public men devoted a lot of their time to 
travelling through the country as un- 
official organisers, forming beet-growing 
associations in every district, and winning 
the support of — bodies for the 
project. They had high, hopes that Boyle 
would be selected; and, it was, therefore, 
a keen disappointment to them when the 
Government’s decision in favour of Tuam 
was made public. 

That experience, however, did not react 

as might “ expected. Since then a pro- 
posal to establish an industry in Boyle 
brought the various groups together again, 
and the necessary local capital required 
was forthcoming, but the deste was not 
considered suitable. 
Fishing on the Boyle river in the trout 
fishing season is excellent. Splendid 
smecimens of trout are taken there, and for 
the May trout fishing on Loughs Arrow, 
Gara and Key, Boyle is a: favourite 
rendezvous for anglers from many parts of 
Ireland and from. across Channel. Two 
years ago the protection of fisheries on 
the Boyle was taken over from. the 
Limerick Board of Conservators by a local 
protection association, with the co-opera- 
tion of Sir Cecil Stafford King-Harman, 
who owns the fishing rights. The associa- 
tion is doing good work. 


HUNTING CENTRE 


Before the Great War Boyle was a 
popular hunting centre. The Roscommon 
Stag Hounds and the Rockingham 
Harriers had a big following in the dis- 
trict, and the wide expanse of the Plains 
of Boyle provided the finest hunting 
country in Roscommon. Three or four 
years ago hunting in the area was revived 
when the Boyle Harriers Hunt was formed. 
The revival was a pronounced success, 
which reacted favourably on horse- 
breeding, once a thriving/industry in the 
district. One of the best point-to-point 
meetings in the west has since been held 
yearly on the Plains of Boyle, but the 
division of that great hunting country by 
the Land Gommission, necessitating the 
intersection of the rolling plains by miles 
of high sod fences, has been a serious set- 
back. Hunting enthusiasts hope to over- 
come the difficulty.

Boyle has a golf links, which was 
established twelve years ago. Golf was 
played only from October to May, but in 
recent years there is golf all the year 
round, There are very good tennis courts 
at the Catholic Club and the County Club, 
and no visitor desiring it need go without 
a gs in the summer months. 

The principal club in the town is the 
Boyle Catholic Club, which is fitted out 
with all the usual club amenities. Other 
clubs are. the Y.M.C.A., the Social Club, 
and the British Legion Club. 


LOCAL SCHEMES 


Facilities afforded by Government grants 
have enabled local authorities to embark 
on schemes which have created long 
periods of wage-earning for the unemployed 
men in the town and district, Boyle 
Town Commissioners adopted two housing 
schemes, on which £18,000 is being ex- 
pended. One of the schemes is complete 
and ‘has been the means of abolishing a 
slum area. A splendidly ‘appointed 
technical school has just.been built, The 
Board of Health have erected cottages in 
large numbers, and an extensive sewerage 
scheme for the town is in course of con- 
struction since last February. 

For several years past public repre- 
sentatives have been agitating for the pro- 
vision of a new hospital for Boyle. The 
old union hospital has been condemned by 
Department inspectors. The _ necessity 
which exists under the present conditions 
of conveying patients close on fifty miles 
from the northern part of.the county to 
Roscommon County Hospital inflicts much 
hardship on the sick. The Department 
has had the plans altered several times 
with a view to reducing cost, but has not 
made up its mind so far as to what plans 
to adopt. Recently a touch of comedy. 
relieved the situation when a letter was 
received from the Department requesting 
the Board to appoint engineers to instal 
electrical and mechanical fittings, the 
official issuing the letter being apparently 


under the impression that the hospital was 
built! 


POLITICAL CRADLE 


In modern, as well as in ancient history, 
the name of Boyle is prominent. The town 
was the headquarters for the 1917. election, 
held in February, when the country was 
rendered impassable by a great snowstorm. 
Count Plunkett, who was then elected, was 
the first\ representative of the new Sinn 
Fein Party, who subsequently swept the 
country, and led’ to the abolition of the 
old Irish Parliamentary Party, and the 
eventual re-establishment of a native 
Parliament in Dublin. 

in June, 1922, Boyle people went 
through .a _memorable experience. The 
town was a storm: centre in the civil war 
which then broke ont. Riyal parties. of 
Free State forces and Republicans occupied 
respectively the workhouse and the 
military barracks, and when hostilities 
began almost all of the inhabitants vacated 
their homes. Flying refugees, with their 
household belongings, on the roads leading 
from Boyle made-the scene reminiscent of 
Belgium. Those who could not obtain 
accommodatieh in houses in the country 
had to remain in the open, fearful for 
the safety of their property left behind in 
the din of machine-gun and rifle fire, 
which echoed from the town, After a 
battle, lasting three or four days, the 
casualties consisted of one old woman and 
two soldiers killed, and a number of 
civilians wounded. 


ANCIENT RECORDS 


To the archmologist and those who love 
to seek the secrets of Ireland’s past, Boyle 
and its neighbourhood is rich, indeed, 

The most prominent of its ancient ruins 
is Boyle Abbey. The labours of industrious 
searchers among the many ancient records 
have brought many curious facts concern- 
ing the history of the Abbey to light. 
If you ask the average Boyle man who 
destroyed the Abbey he will promptly 
reply: “ Cromwell,’”’ and the ordinary 
tourist has accepted that as correct.

T HE insurgent forces have now entered the town of Llanes, sixty

Chinese ’planes, according to Nanking official reports, heavily 
hombed the Japanese warships lying off Woosung, and scored direct hits 
on two destroyers and one cruiser.

In view of the Soviet actin the wiew $s held in Geneva. that 
Friday's conference will be of exceptional importance.  Un- 
doubtedly it will be one of the questions which will have to be dis- 
cussed, and the Soviet Government will, no doubt, lay before the 
conference such evidence as it possessés to justify its charge. 


BRITISH PROPOSALS 


The important proposals which the British Government will 
make at the conference, it is learned on good authority, may 
include — (1) The registration of all submarines in the Mediter- 
ranean; (2) measures whereby submarines of all Powers repre- 
sented should keep to certain zones, away from defined shipping 
routes, and (3) an undertaking that warships of the conferring 
Powers shall each defend the shipping of others. . 


China has formally appealed to the 
League against Japanese aggression, 
and hopes for full support from ‘its 
members. 

Continuing the hostilities that are 
designed ‘‘to induce China to be 
friends with Japan and Manchuria,’’ 
the Japanese launched a formidable 
attack with all the strength of their 
land, sea and air forces at Shanghai 
and Woosung yesterday. 

Buildings in Shanghai trembled 
under the fury of the bombardment. 

The Japanese claim to have made some 
advance from the north-eastern end of 
Shanghax and to have captured the 
Jukong Wharf, built by Chinese, between 
Shanghai and Woosung. 

The Japanese blockade of the South 
China coast has begun, it is believed, with 
a full. flotilla of destroyers. 

A British ship on her way to Canton has 
been turned back to Hong Kong, and two 
Chinese:Customs cruiers have been seized. 
One is said to have been sunk. 

The Japanese have also seized the 
Chinese radio station and observatory on 
the Pratas Shoals, South of Hong Kong.
